Complnint of Concessionnlres,
This fact 18 thoroughly  appreciated
the concessioniste who profit by the
dvening crowds, As n result there
general protest against the closing
gates at 11 o'clock and in execluding  all
visitore from the grounda half an: hour
later.

come oul in the evening they should be
permitted to remunin at least untll the last
gireot enrs ledave the grounds, This Is one
of the matters that will undoubtedly
urged upon the management by the Conces-
slonaires’ club.

ROUGH RIDERS ARE NERVY

They Prove Their Mettle in the First Battle
in Cuba,

ROOSEVELT SHOWS HIS

—

FEARLESSNESS

In the Face of n Fearful and Death-
Nenling Fire They Charge the
Enemy nnd Hout Them
Completely.

KINGSTON, Jumalca, June 26.—(Juragua,
Cuba, June 25 per Associated Press dis-
pateh boat Dandy.)—The Initial fght of
Colonel Woods' rough riders and the troop-
ers of the First and Tenth regular cavalry
will be known in history as the battle of
Lo Quasinn. That i1t did not end in the
complete slaughter of the Americans was
not due to any miscalculation In the plan
of the Spaniards, for as perfect an ambus-
cade ng was ever formed in the brain of an
Apnche Indian was prepared and Lisutenant
Celonel Roosevelt and hils  men  walked
squarely Into It

For an hour and a half they held thelr
ground under a perfect storm of bullets
from the front nnd gides and then Colonel
Wood at the right and Lieutenant Colonel
Roosevelt at the left led a charge which
turned the tide of battle which sent the
enemy flving over the hills toward Santlago.

It i now definitely known that sixteen
men on the Amerioan shile were Killed, while
gixty were wounded, or are renorted miss-
ing. 1t Is impossible to calculate the Span-
ish loases, but it Is known that they were
far heavier than those of the Amerleans, at
least as regards actual loss of life. Already
thirty-geven dead Spanish soldiers have been
found and burled, while many others un-
doubtedly are lying in the thick underbrush
on the slde of the gully and on the slope of
the hill where the main body of the enemy
wiis Jocated.  The wounded were all re-
movd.

The Spuniards were thoroughly posted as
to the route to be taken by the Americans
in thelr moyements, as was shown, by the
enreful preparations they had taken. The
main body of the Spanish were on a hill, on
the heavily wooded slope of which had been
erecied two blockhouses, flanked by irreg-
wlar lptrenchments of sione and fallen trees
Al the bottom of these hills ran two roads,
wlong which Colcnel Hoosevelt's men and

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eight troops of the First amd Tenth cav-
alry and a battery of Rowhssrs advanced
At places there are gulffes almost Impress-
ble. In those tralls the Aght occurred,

Nearly a mile separat Reorevell's troops
from the regulars and the Spanish were on
both eldes of the road. The Nght was
opened by the First and Tenth eavalry under
General Young.

A force of Spaniards wus known to be in
the vicinity of La Qunsimn and in the morn-
ing the troops started off up the Hluff back
of Qiboney to attack the Spanlards on thelr
right fiank, General Yousg at the same time
taking the road at the foot of the hill.

Culinne Announce the KEnemy.

About two and a hall miles out from
Siboney some Cubans, breathless and ex-
cited, rushed into camp with the announce-
ment that the Spaniarda were but a llttie
way in front and were strongly entrenched

Quickly the Hotchkies gupe out in the
front were brought to the rear, while o
strong scouting line was thrown out. Then
cnutiously and in silence Lhe Lroops moved
forward until a bend Iln the road disclosed
n hill where the Spaniards  wers located

The guns were agaln brought to the front
and placed in position, while the men
crouched down in the road walling Impati-
ently to give Rossevel¥'s men, who were
tolling over the little trall along the crest
of the ridge, time to get up.

At T:30 General Young gave the command
to the men at the Holchkiss guns to open
fire. This was the signal for o fight that
for stuhborness has seldom been equalled.
The instant the Hotchkiss guons were fired
the hills commanding the road gave forth
volley after volley from the Mausers of the
Spuniarda,  “Don't shoot until  vou
somcthiug to shoot at,” yelled
Young, and the men obeved the order.

Crowding along the edge of the road and
protecting themsgelves &8 much as possible
from the fire of the Spaniards, the troopers,
somo of them stripped to the walst, watched
the base of the hill and when any part of
a Spaniard became vigible they fired. Never
for an instant did theyv falter.

One husky warrior of the Tenth cavalry,
with a regged wound in his thigh, coolly
knelt behind a rock loading and firing and
when told by one of his comrades that he
was wounded, laughed and sald *Oh,
that's all right.

In the meantime away off to the left could
be heard the crack of the rifles of (Colonel
Wood's men and the reguiar, deeper toned
volley firing of the Spanlsh.

“There must have been pearly 1,500 Span-
lards in front and Lo the sides of ug,” sald
Licotenunt Colonel Roosevelt when discus-
sing the fight. “They held the ridges with

rifle pits and machine gtins, und had a body |

of men in ambush in the thisk jungle at the
sides of the road over whith we were ad-
vhi~ing, Our advance gunr" strick the men
in wnbush and drove them out. But they
lost Captiin Capron, Lieutenant Thomas and
about fftecn men killed or wounded.
“The Spanish were necurate—so accurate,
Indeecd, that it surprised me, and thelr firing
was fearfully heavy. [ want to say a word
for our own men,” continued Colonel Roose-
velt. “'Every officer and man did his duty
up to the handle. Not a man flinched.”

Oieer Tells the Story.

From an omMcer who took a prominent
part in the fighting more details were ob-
tnined. "When the fighting began,’ he sald,
“Lieutenant Colonel Houesevell took the
right wing with Troops G and K, under

Captains Llewellyn and Jenkins, and moved |
to the support of Captain Capron, who was |

getting it hard. At the s.me time Colonel

Wood and Major Brodie took the left wing |
and advanced in open order on the Spunish |

right wing.

“Major Brodie was wounded before the
troops had advanced 100 yards. Colonel Wood
then took the right wing and shifted Colonel
Roosevelt to the left.

“ln the meantime the fire of the Span-
fards had Increased in volume, but not-
withstanding this an order for o general
charge was given and with a yell the men
sprang forward, Colonel Roosevell, In frong
of his men, snatched a rifle and ammuni-
tion belt from a wounded soaldier and, cheor-
Ing and wyelling with Lis men, led the ad-
vanee,

“For n moment the bullets were singing
all around and every moment some poor fel-
low went down,

"On the right wing Captain MeClintock
had his leg broken by a machine gun bul-
let, while four of his mon went down. At
the same time Captninp Luna of Troop F
lost nine of his men. Then the reserves,
Troops K and E, were ordered up.

“Colonel Wood, with the right wing,
charged stralght at a blockhouse B0 yards
uway and Colonel Roosevelt, on the left,
charged st the same time.
